COPENHAGEN, July 16.—George 
Michaelis, the new- chancellor, — will 
deliver his maiden speech — in the 
Reichstag Thursday. The address is 
expected to contain an announcement 
of his forthcoming programme, and 
is awaited with a great deal of in- 
terest.

RE question of caring for her;States have been questioned many 


returned soldiers-is one that de- 

mands the very best thought 
that-Canada can give. We Canadians 
owe these men our very best efforts. 
Our debt to them is not to be dis- 
charged by merely .providing club 
Tooms and poo] tables, nor by empty 
demonstrations and banquets. Many 
of these men are coming back to civil 
iMfe under severe handicaps. It is 
jour duty. as individuals to do our bit 
‘to help them in every practical way 
possible to overcome these handi- 
caps. 
{ It is quite natural that the men re- 
turning from the front should orga- 
nize into clubs and societies. It will 
be to the shame of the nation if we 
as cit{zens do not fall in line and as- 
sist in the work that has called these 
organizations into being. We who 
have been privileged to stay at home 
cannot do less than organize an army 
of “big brothers,” which will help 
these returning soldiers of ours fight 
life’s battles. 

The treatment given her soldiers 
after previous wars, is not one of the 
bright pages of British history. The 
treatment of her ‘disabled soldiers 
‘from the Crimean war, the Indian 
mutiny, and the Afghan war, carry 
little to thrill the Britisher with 
pride in motherland traditions. Nor 
can we point to Britain's treatment 
of her soldiers after the South Afri- 
can war with any degree of pride. 
An impartial view of these records 
shows that the Empire accepted the 
services of, her soldiers as duty, 
which ended only when the soldier 
was no longer physically fit to en- 


dure the hardships of battle. Men| 


who have given their blood for the 
State have been practically forced to 
spend their remaining days in alms- 
houses, unnoticed by the government 


and cared for only as a part of the 


regular grist of paupers. No attempt 
has been mode to assist these dis- 
abled soldiers and sailors in their at. 
tempts to re-establish themselves in 
civil life. No effort has been made 
to help the partially disabled to over- 
come their handicaps so they might 
maintain themselves through their 
own efforts. 

But England has not been alone in 
neglect of war veterans. The veter- 
ans from the Northern States after 
the civil war were practically forced 
to organize that they might obtain 
something of just treatment from the 
nation they had helped to save. 
After the surrender of Lee and the 
grand review of: the Union Army at 
‘Washington in 1865, the soldiers 
were turned back to their home com- 
munities in regiments and companies. 
Of course the coming home brought 
gala days and fetes. For the first 
few months the veterans were heroes 
and the centre of thought on every 
hand. Then the nation turned from 
four years war and destruction to 
peace and re-construction, the sol- 
diers were gradually forgotten. No 
practical plans were worked out by 
the home folks for assisting the vet- 
erans. It was left to governmental 
tred-tape to provide the only material 
‘assistance in the way of meagre 
pensions, 

The authentic histories of those re- 

onstruction days in the United 


States carry a striking lesson and|units as they arrive in Canada to be| trouble. 


dmonition for Canada. First the 


times on the ground that total-pen- 
eslons paid by the United States 
Government in. 1915-6 on ‘Civil War 
claims were greater than in 1875, 
ten years after the close of the war. 
The pension appropriation . has. in- 
creased with each new Congress.’ 
No one will question the duty of 
the State to‘care for disabled sol- 
diers. The payment of a pension 
upon the most liberal basis possible 
is quite a small recompense to the 
men who have risked their lives for 
the Empire, The fact that our great 
army is composed entirely of volun- 
teers, makes the debt of the State 
to the returned soldiers a double one. 
Through our Hospitals Commission 
and the various provincial organi, 
tions we have made a start toward 
the proper care of our returning sol- 
diers. It is indeed gratifying te 
Note the plans for re-training the in- 
jured men, so that they will be able 
to earn even a larger income, in 
many cases, than before they were 
disabled. But we have only made a 
start, and an exceptionally small one 
at that. With only a small percent- 
age of the disabled Canadians as yet 
returned to our shores, our facilities 


| for handling them are at this mo- 


ment taxed to the limit. 

The returned soldiers In some sec- 
tions are even now passing resolu 
tions of protest against their treat- 
ment by the state. This is to our 
shame. We must not leave this 
work to the Government. These are 
matters for the municipalities, 
boards of trade, manufacturers’ as- 
sociations and similar public organi 
zations to take up with = serious 
thought and definite action. Confer- 
enees, are, of course, quite necessary 
in dealing with such important mat- 
ters, but so far we in Canada have 
been too prone to allow our oppor- 
tunities slip by while we are mark- 
ing time in talking about what we 
should do. 

Our after the war soldier problem 
will call for the best and united effort 
ot all our leaders. We will. have 
{labor problems to solve and industry 
to readjust. Our agricultural pro- 
duction must be increased to raise 
enough to feed our own people. Tne 
boys in khaki must be the ptyot 
about which all of these various pro. 
blems will be worked out. 

Taking it for granted that the war 
will continue for several months, we 
have but a very short time to pro- 
perly organize our forces and pre- 
pare to grasp the opportunities a: 
well as perform the duties which 
will confront us, To my mind, the 
best way to do this ts through a fed- 
eral convention of leaders in indus- 
try. in finance, in education, in 
agriculture, from al! sections of the 
Dominion. We cannot afford to place 
.the entire burden of such important 
work upon the Government. 

(1). Appoint a Demobilization Com. 
mission, consisting of three civilian 
and two military members. 

(2) Charge the Commission now 
with the duty of making all arrange 
ments for demobilization of our army 
SO soon as peace -fs declared, 

(3) Base the plan of demobiliza- 
tion on the following: . 

(a) The different battalions and 


anisations 


. 


waiting for them .having first closed 
their pay account and taken, over 
their arms and equipment, except. 
such uniforms, etc, as they are al- 
lowed to retain, 

(c) Consolidate the men who have 
no home or immediate occupation to - 
go to into proper units for adminis 
tration, : ’ 

(d) Retain at these depots a ter- 
tain number of battalions of men 
willing to remain in the army for a 
year after the close of the war, 80 as 
to provide a nucleus for re-mobiliza- 
tion if necessity arises. ; 

(e) All officers and men to be mus- 
tered out of the service on condition 
that they agree to mobilize for two 
weeks in each year; they being paid 
QO small annual retainer and usual 
pay during these yearly manoeuvres. 
Unless this is done the army, which 
has cost such an enormous sum to 
mobilize and train. will be lost to 
Canada. 

(f) The men retained at the cen- 
tral depots to be employed in making 
permanent improvements at the de- . 
pots, and classes in elementary agri- 
culture, vocational training, etc., to 
be established so as to give the meno 
a chance to do better in civil life 
after they are discharged. 

(g) Immediately on appointment, 
the Commission should proceed to 
make a vocational census of men in 
the army and determine as far as 
possible what men in each unit have 
homes or occupations to go to on re 
turning to Canada. 

(b) The Commission should pro- 
vide the necessary -staff so that an 
Oficial shall accompany each troop- 
ship returning to Canada, and dur- 
ing the voyage complete a census of 
men on the ship, with fullest infor- 
Ination as to those having homes 


and occupations to go to; those de- 


sirous of taking up land; those look- 
{ng for employment, ete., and this 
report should go to the Commission 
headquarters and the Demobilization 
Officer at the-central depots immedi- 
ately on arrival of the ship. - 

(i) The Commission immediately 
on appointment should proceed to 
make a labor and occupational sur- 
vey of the Dominion, so that they 
may be available at headquarters, 
and at each depot, a statement of 
positions available for men seeking 
work. 

(J) So soon as the men having 
homes and occupations to go to haye 
been mustered out, and the remain- 
ing men consolidated into proper 
units, the officers commanding depots 
to make a complete census of the em- 
ployment or occupation wanted by 
men retained in the service and men 
to be given their discharge only as it 
is clear that they have a position to 
go to : 

(k) The Commission to forthwith 
make arrangements that all agencies 
in the Daminion requiring skilled or 
unskilled labor shall apply for such 
labor at the Demobilization Commis. 
sion, and their requirements filled by, 
men from nearest Provincial Depot. 

The foregoing is, of course, the 
merest outline of the scheme and the 
details require most careful consid- 
eration. In my opinion, unless 
something along the proposed lines 
is undertaken, we will have serious

The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section uf avuilable 
Dominion Jand in Manitoba, Sask- 
tchewan or Atbberta. Applicant. 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
injon Lands Agency or suv-Agency 
for the District. Wntry by proxy 
may be made at any Domiaion Lands 
Agenoy (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residense upon 
ard cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 aores, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
ouse Is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity, 

In cortain districts a homesteader 
fo good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home: 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 
“Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres ex- 
ra cultivation. Pre-emption patent 
may Bo obtained as soon as home- 
stead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a_ pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Dnties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect 
& house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may be 
substituted for cultivation under cer- 
tain conditions.

We didn't 
mind the stumps, but we coulun’t 
negotiate the mud; so at’ a Ciood 
Roads convention, held in the Moun 
tain House, we asked for a deviztion 
survey .and actually received it ihe 
same year. But now our trcubles 
began. The traflic on tne — rods 
about doubled, but the work ol ir 
provement did not. A petition ask- 
ing that a Rural Municipality be 
formed was turned down ectd Juast 
year the Department of Public 
Works cleared a-short stretch — of 
timber, but as several sicep-banked 
erecks and g swamp cross _— this 
piece, it remained impgssible.

Dick, blew up while at anchor on 
the night of July 9th, as a result of 
an internal explosion. 

“The ship sank immediately, and 
there were only three surxvivors 
among those on board at the time 
of the explosion--one officer and two 
men. This officer has since died. 
Twenty-four officers and 71 men 
were not on hoard the ship at the 
time, thus bringing the total num- 
ber of survivors to 97. 

“A full inquiry has been ordered.” 


The British battleship Vanguard 
displaced 19,250 tons, and her com- 
plement before the war was 870 
men. The Vanguard belonged to the 
St. Vincent class of dreadnoughts, 
‘and was launched in’ March, 1909. 
The Vanguard was 535 feet long, 
with a beam of 84 feet, and a draft 
of 27-feet. Her armament censist- 
ed of ten 12-inch guns, eighteen 4- 
inch and eight 3-inch, and three 
torpedo tubes.

Canadian Army Headquarters in 
France, July 10.—On this front, es- 
pecially around Avion and Lievin, 
operations against Lens are still for 
the most part an artillery affair. 
Our infantry patrols penetrate the 
area of ruined houses immediately 
ahead and occasionally blow up a 
house in which Germans are believed 
1o be sheltered, but the greater part 
of the task at present falls to the 
guns, 

In counter battery operations for 
the destruction of the enemy's heavy 
artillery very remarkable results 
have recently been obtained by 
groups of Canadian heavigs. 

Within a period of twenty-four 
hours more than a dozen enemy bat- 
tery positions were put out: of ac- 
tion. Many direct hits on gun pits 
were noted and practically .every 
shell fired was well within fiftv 
yards of an enemy gun, although 
these puns were encased four to six 
miles distant and completely out of 
sight of the men engaged.

Gentlemen :— 

We have inspeeted the Cemetery, 
and find that the work done this 
year has considerably improved the 
appearance.

HE Dominion of Canada is cele- 

brating the bi-centenary of 

Confederation. But what Is 
Confederation? Within the last half 
century Canada has been confeder- 
ated at least twice: once when her 
scattered provinces were united po- 
litically to form the: Dominion, and 
again when the builders of the first 
‘transcontinental flung a line of steel 
across the country from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. 

What was Canada before Confeder: 
ation? It was a land of vast dis- 
tances, more or less unmapped, and 
practically unexplored west of the 
Great Lakes or east of the Rocky 
Mountains, When the late Sir 
Charles Tupper was High Comuis- 
sioner of Canada in London, just a 
quarter of a century ago, he deliver- 
ed an address at St. Petersburg, be- 
fcre the International Railway Con- 
gress. He described how Canada, 
prior to 1867, consisted of three 
groups of provinces: the Maritime 
Provinces, Upper and Lower Canada, 
and British Columbia. These three 
“groups were isolated physically as 
well as politically. . 

Tbe Maritime Provinces were 
separated from “Canada’”’ by a wil- 
derness of forest and flood hundreds 
of miles wide. Canada, in the west, 
was separated from British Colum- 
bia by a thousand miles of forest, a 
thousand miles of prairie land. and 
a chain of mountains five hundred 
miles wide, Whtch was the real 
confederation—the one that brought 
the representatives of the three 
groups of provinces together In 
‘Parliament, or the three thousand 
sciles of stee) rails which alone made 
the political union worth having? 

Confederation wus first, last and 
all the time a problem of transporta- 
tion.

The political confederation of Can- 
ada began in 1841, when Ontario and 
Quebec, which had been separated in 
1791, were re-united. On July Ist, 
1867, Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick were united as the 
Dominion of Cunada—the first Fed- 
eral ‘union in the British Empire. 
The Prairie Provinces were bought 
for £300,000 in 1870. British Colum- 
bia joined the union in 1871, and 
Prince Edward Island in 1873, and 
the inclusion of Newfoundland is 
more probable every day. 

Who made modern Canada by mak- 
Ing the confederation of 1867? Cer- 
tainly, no one man. Sir John Mac- 
donald has been styled the Maker of 
Canada, but, on the other hand, Si 
Charles Tupper declared a few years 
before his death that without Sir 
George Etienne Cartier there would 
have been no confederation. At the 
first interprovincial conference, held 
at Quebec in 1864, there were thirty- 
three representatives present, and 
these have been termed the Fathrs 
of Confederation. 

But that was not by any means the 
origin of the project. As far back as 
1690, Sir Francis Nicholson propos- 
ed a confederation of all the Angiv- 
American colonies, and the {dea was 
revived every few years subsequently. 
To the Hon. A. T. Galt belongs the 
honor of having first advocated it in 
Parliament, That was In 1858, and 
his speech made a tremendous _im- 
pression all over the country. Con. 
federation was formally adopted us 
part of the programme of the Cartier 
Government in,18.8, in the follow- 
ing terms:
